STAGE RBAMS3I. 


If the following description of the. setting 


for a Japenese play is true, we have yet to 
make progress in histrionic lealism before 
we can hope to rival the japs. Wo quote 
from an article in The Musical Courier;

down hut of -temporary make, a tripod of 
sticks with a suspended kettle over a spent 
fire.

late i= fairly well up to the rest of the world. 
What the people die of I do not know. The 
Governor and Council are a general board 
of health, but I suppose no particular statis- 
tics are kept, at any rate F have seen none. 
A native physician tolls me that consump- 
tion is very piovajent among tho blacks, and 
he added, ''the whites die mostly of age."

notices since we have been here—a period of 
t\vo weeks ; three men aged respectively 28, 
32 and 49, and six women, one of whom was 
38, while the other five were all between 
the ages of 70 and 86. The curious old- 
fashioned way of enumerating the relatives 
of the deceased still lingers in Bermuda. 
One of theso notices sots forth that the de- 
ceased left to survive her "a husband, C 
children, 2 bisteis" 3 brothers, and many 
other relatives to mourn their loss." All 
the others made the same enumeration, but 
this was the largest, though they all wind 
up with the "many other relatives, ' remind- 
ing one of the conclusion of an auction bill, 


'and many other articles, too numerous to 
mention." 


After death comes burial, and it comes so 


quickly after, here in Bermuda that it start- 
les a stranger to the custom. Twenty-four 
hours after death the fuueral is over and 
everything completed. Graves are, of course, 
impossible in a country where the depth of 
the eoil is measured; in inches. So the church- 
yaida are filled with vaults dug down and 
covered 
with 
immense slabs 
carefully 


cemented. In many, if not in most, cases 
I noticed that the lines showing through the 
cement seemed to indicate a double vault. 
A sexton said that I read the lines correctly, 
but ho did not know why they wire double. 
I heard afterwards that the law forbids a 
vault lo tie opened wflulu six mouths after 
a body is deposited. Possibly this may ex- 
plain their double construction—they can 
open first one and then the other if necessity 
requires. 
These -vaults are simply large 


square excavations, and coffins are deposited 
one on top of another. 
A ooping runs a 


foot or so above ground aud then comes the 
stouo covering. In the churchyard of St. 
Paul's, Paget, our attention was attracted by 
many of the vault covers being made in the 
shape of coffins. 
There they lie about, big 


stone coffins, as if giants had died and their 
friends had been too tired to put them under 
ground. Statistics properly wind up with 
death ; they are enough to kill auybody. 


Our skipper came along with his new 


yacht Marguorito the other day, a ten ton 
cutter with a comfortable cabin and as dry 
as a bone. The moon had done something 
or other and the wind Jiad done something 
else, and in consequence he predicted almost 
a dead, calm for (he next day. 
It wasn't a. 


thoroughly dead calm, not dead enough for 
burial, but_wie ran out some few miles on 
the reefs, being the only boat there. We had

anoe; you do tho aiming and tho other fol- 
low shoots. One readily learns in half-aii- 
hour the knock of managing and aiming tho 
glass, even in quite a swell. The idea is as 
soon as you have seen something you want, 
to aim so tho skipper can see whether you 
can or not. This is ojupy enough done by 
using the pole of the nipper as a guide. The 
skipper is sure to stiiko close th') first shot, 
and you know your specimen is at one eml 
of tho polo and your skipper's eyes at the 
other. To do the nipping is something else. 
It means standing upright on tho thwart of 
a tossing dingey, looking ovo,r the side, und 
managing a pole two inches thick and twenty 
feet long. My fingers tingled to try it, but 
the other one says "now, don't fake the risk 
of getting overboard." 


The wonders of (he clearness and varied 


color of tho •wiilors of coral islands Inn e 
been told in many a mphsody. No descrip- 
tion and no painting hiu, over given mo half 
tho truth of tho reality; the deep blue, 
bright preen, purple and reddish brown 
colors of the water cannot be described. So, 
too, of (he womleis of tho bottom of the sen. 
Wo have all icad of it, seen pictures of it 
and gaped upon cm lands of specimens both 
animal and vegetable—nothing appioachcs 
the reality. Tho milk-white coral of the 
shops and of -collectors, which wo all admit o 
so much although we know it is artificially 
bleached, seems like dead men's bones by 
the side of tho greens and tho yellows and 
the soft grays and tho purples and tho reds 
that refuse to exist but for a little while after 
leaving their native brine. 
I think the 


clearness of the water explains the fact (hot 
for fishing one must go outside to the deep 
water. 


Wo see many good-sized fish in the bay, 


and at night hoar through our open windows 
many big fellows splash, while tho wnler 
teoins with the little fellows that the-big fol- 
lows eat. xajunuossinynauo u« rnurm/»o vn- 
bait-fish, as our skipper calls them, great 
schools of them occupying 200 feet in length 
and half as much in width, sometimes linger 
by the hour in front of the hotel as plainly 
visible as the birds flying along the street— 
even more visible. 
The fishermen come 


nearly every morning with a small seine and 
just by tho shore gather them in bushels. 
They take them over to tho South Shore ami 
with them bait the haunts of tho big fellows 
on the outer edge of the coral reef in deep 
water. Then they go out with lines as thick 
as clotheslines and hooks like young anchors 
and catch rock bass, red snappers, yollow- 
UiilH, the smaller groupers and hamlets. 


Tho stono steps of our hotel run down to 


and into the water, making a side turn with 
a couple of platforms so that easy landing is 
made at any time. At the high tido plat- 
form the water is fourteen feet deep ami 
every blade of sea-wood and pebble of rock 
and grain of sand is as plainly visible as if 
lying at one's feet. With all this clearness 
to seo and this abundance of food, if the fish 
in the bay would take a bait, tho proverbial 
position of the fool in fishing would be re- 
versed.

very little difficulty in getting a fine fingor 
sponge, a large sea-fan and sovoral smaller 
ones, some coral and a few brainstones. 
This is the first time,wo had tried ''nipping" 
on the reefs. It is wonderful how expert at 
it our skipper is; f,'c have tried it a number 
of times in tho bay and it is almost as inter- 
esting to watch the process as it is to discover 
and secure the specimen. Tho weapons used 
are a water-glass and a pair of nippers. The 
water-glass in some form or other ig used by 
the people of all oor«l islands, I think, from 
a slab of glass lot info the boat, to the open 
wooden box with a glass bottom used here. 
Its use is S'niply io rest on the surface and 
flatten the waves WuiJ wavelets by its weight. 
The nippers are a cross between a tree- 
trimmer and blacksmith'^ tongs; one leg 
lashed fast to a pole about twenty feet long, 
with a cord fastened to {he other leg and 
running up fhe pole.

the water-glass lightly on the surface just to 
keep it from ^-washing away, and wo both 
gaze down at the wonders.

nnd dimensions g'^ea In hundredths or 
ovon thousandths of an Inch Iroquently 
appear on drawings without objection on 
ihopartof the workmen. Tho instruments 
of measurement are now made with uuch 
a degree of refined accuracy that oven tho 
warmth of tbo hand may expand a rod 12 
inches lonj? so that tho amount of expan- 
sion can bo measured. It has thus become 
important in fine measurement to bo oare- 
[ul that tho temperature of the piece to bo 
measured or gauged should havo tho same 
temperature as that of tho Instrument by 
which its sizo Is determined. By first 
handling n rod of the length named and 
measuring it, particularly if tho rod bo ol 
brass or copper, and then, after allowing 
tho rod to cool, handling tho gauge until 
the latter i xpands, it Is found that a dis- 
crepancy of from .007 inch to .001 inch 
may bo sometimes madonpparcnt, due en- 
tirely to differences of temperature.

Trust, and if it had had money available for 
the purpose it could have made great'profits 
Its (took has been conspicuous and active in 
the stock market and from a high price ii 
hu dropped below $8.00 per share. To its 
officers, who could foresee financial troubles 
there was presented the opportunity of mat 
ing great fortunes by selling the stock shori 
at a high price with the expectation of buy 
ing it in at a very low figure. Whether or 
not this has been done a stockholders' com 
mitieo will probably find out.

An Entcrprkln« Yankee Who Hu Idved 


For Man/ Yearn Abroad. 


The etory of Enoch Emery's life In 81- 


boria is full of Interest to tbe whole world. 
It is of peculiar Interest to the people of 
tbe capo, ns he Is a native of tho county. 
He went from Yarmouth a boy. His am- 
bition led him to the generally uninviting 
country of Siberia, the land of suffering, 
tho dumping ground of Russia's convicts. 


Mr. Emery has now resided In Russia 


for 27 years, where ho has established an 
extensive general merchandise business, 
with headquarters at Moscow. He has 
made 11 tours of the world, always via 
Siberia, and naturally has bad many 
thrilling 
experiences while traveling 


through this country. 
While en route 


from Nijni-Novgorod to Vladivostok he 
bos changed his horses as many as 600 
times. 


He has become greatly Interested In 


tho construction of tho railroad across Si- 
beria, which he describes as one of tho 
greatest projects undertaken. The road, 
ho says, will probably bo completed about 
1898 
and will result In the rapid develop- 


ment of tho Siberian territory. The line, 
when completed, will be 6,700 miles In 
length. Its starting point Is Chellabinsk, 
on the western extremity of Siberia, where 
it connects with an English system of 
railways running to St. Petersburg by 
way of Moscow. About £6,000 men, most- 
ly exiled convicts, aro being employed In 
tho construction of the road, which is en- 
tirely under tbe supervision of a govern- 
ment commission, of which the ecarowitz 
Is president, and will of course be operated 
under the direction of the government 
When completed. 


Since Mr. Emery went to Russia from 


this country he has accumulated a large 
fortune. His stories of wild sledge rides 
by night over tho ice and snow and of the 
tigers of the Obi and Amur ore In the 
highest degree interesting. He met George 
Komiau tho first time he went to Russia 
and has ever since maintained a close ac- 
quaintanceship. Although he is a Cape 
Cod Yankee, from his long residence In 
Siberia he has become throughly Russian- 
ized. Ho has a Slavonic accent and dresses 
after tbo style of the Russian. He Is a tall, 
spare, distinguished looking gentleman, 
with flowing beard, parted In the middle. 
Mr. Emery's life and experience are a 
striking example of what tbe adventurous 
ardor of an American can accomplish In 
the face of almost Insurmountable diffi- 
culties. Ho says that he has lived so long 
in Russia that he at times almost doubts 
his Identity with the little Yankee boy 
who left his Mew England home so many 
years ego.—Provinoetow.i Beacon.

The Farrow Under the Nose a Remark- 


able Character of the Face. 


Below tbo nose run) a furrow parting 


tho upper Up. In the faces of babies and 
children this furrow Is very noticeable. 
is ono of the most remarkable characters 
of the face. It tends to become obsolete 
in old ago, and it Is not seen among the 
Catarhine monkeys. Among the Flaty- 
rhlnes it Is but feebly developed, but In 
Lemurs It Is In a more pronounced state. 
There Is a depressed septum, to whiob tbe 
two sldo pieces ore joined. Tho upper 
lip, in fact, Is nearly split in two, but 
held together In A depressed piece of flesh. 
In tho Marsuplalia and Bodeqtia the lip 
Is practically In two pieces, and each piece 
Is capable of beipg moved separately. This 
is the "harelip," and Its method of use 
may well bo noticed in a hare or a rabbit 
when eating. 


Tho furrow, therefore, In the child's lip 


points to this—that our ancestors possess- 
ed not a single upper lip, as we do now, 
but two upper lips, one beneath each nos- 
tril, both capable of Independent move- 
ment In the course of time tb we two lips 
have, owing to the nonrequlrement of In- 
dependent movement, grown together to 
form the single Up we now possess, but 
tho line of junction Is not perfect, and so 
the furrow results, and sometimes there is 
a distinct soar down tbe middle of the 
furrow.

pieces of evidence against the descent pf 
man from any Catarhine and In favor of 
his descent from Platyrblnes, or from Le- 
murs through the intervention of Platy- 
rhinellke ancestors, of which there are no 
exact living representatives.—Nineteenth 
Century.

Cut It Wai the Cause of 6100,000 Dam- 


age to the Confederacy, 


A well known riverrnan who live* in 


Jeffersonville recollects tbia story of the 
war: "It's a joke," be said, "but It cost 
he Confederacy a cool f 100,000 
The 


Confederates had sunk and captured tbe 
Tederal monitor Indianola at the head of 
lurrioane island, some few miles below 
Yicksburg. 
Iti was at the time the navy 


was attempting to run tbe Vicksbnrg bat- 
ieriee. A lieutenant of artillery, with a 
squad of men in charge of the boat, bad 
>een left while they sent back to Bed rirer 
or assistance to raise tho vessel In (he 
meantime the joke was planned. Who the 
originator was is not kiown, but Ad- 
miral Porter leoelved the credit. 


'A bogus ram was built. On an enor- 


mous log raft was erected a superstructure 
;bat resembled n terrible ironclad. Fence 
rails and boards were ua3d to make an 
Imitation ironclad casenate gunboat 
Guns' protruded from tbe ports, and 
pork barrels stacked high aprvedfor chtm- 
ieyB. Underneath them a hearth of earth 
iad been mode. Fires wen built of fuel 
which made the blackest of smoke. With- 
out engines, gun or crew this bugaboo 


s set adrift a few miles above Vioks- 


jurg. On came the 'monster.' Within 
an hour it had reached the oily. Clouds of 
smoke rolled out of its chimneys, and as it 
was just breaking day, the time when 
both sides anticipated an attacY, the Con- 
federate sentries detected the demon. 
There waa a hurrying and sknrrylng, but 
not a shot broke the stillness unkil tbe 
dummy had reached a point blank r«nge. 
Vloksburg will never be awakened by 
such another noise. It lasted an hotxr. 
Shots raked it and hulled it, but it still 
floated defiantly. At last the current 
swept it nearer to tbe shore. Then the 
besiegers read in rudely made letters on 
cine side, 'Secosh sold.' On the other side 
wero the letters, 'Confederate states mail 
packet.' 
'In the meantime the discharge of artil- 


lery had warned the lieutenant in charg6 
of the Indianola that tbe hour for action 
was at hand. In his Imagination the lieu- 
tenant saw gunboats galore belching forth 
death and destruction. He would not per 
mit the enemy to recapture the Indianola. 
Hastily placing all the powder he had in 
tbe turrets of the monitor, he applied a 
alow match and retreated. Only a few 
moments elapsed, and all that remained 
above decks of the ironclad was a mass oi 
debris. About that time the dreaded ' gun 
boat' came sailing by and ran on to a sand 
bar a short distance below. 


'The Indianola could have been raised 


by the Confederate! and would have been 
a formidable vessel in their bonds had not 
the lieutenant been so hasty In destroying 
her. She was armed with two 11 inch and 
two 0 Inch Columblads, two of which 
were destroyed. The other two were re; 
covered and taken up Rod river, "—Louis-

value that fnct alone ought to bu proof 
enough that tbero Is something wrong la 
tho transaction. 


U hati often bconeaid that thoso persons 


who do not rend tho papers nro more than 
likely tn fall victims to every designing 
rnscal thnt chooses to travel about tho 
highways and byway's cf tho world, but 
this is not altogether true, at least It is 
not just to miy thnt only the ignorant and 
nonrcmlcrs nro caught in this way. Fairly 
Intelligent persons aro led astro; by cupid- 
ity and avarice. They are constantly striv- 
ing to got ahead of somebody, to drive a 
good bnrgniu, to overreach thoir follows in 
somo way, nnd if they can got possession 
of something thnt looks well on tho face 
of It and will afford a reasonable -prospect 
of profit they arc unable to restrain their 
eagornrss to make, money, whatever tho 
moans may bo.

Tho'lHtlo martini repub- 
lic of Switzerland can summon -ISU.OOO 
soldiers to her banners In an emergency, 
and oven poverty stricken Spain boasts of 
400,000. Austria, of all tho powers, hns 
tbo most burdensome military establish- 
ments. Her anmuil expenditures on her 
army nro $255,000,000, while Russia's, 
with mi army seven times as largo, are 
only iflSG,000,000, nnd Germany's $113,- 
000,000. In proportion to size Kngland's 
army in porhiipa the most costly. HorCOU,- 
000 men require $89,000,000 annually for 
their support, or only $38,000,000less thnn 
tho amount which provides Franco with 
an cnonuous host of more than lour-times 
England's numbers.—Boston Journal.

Dramatists St. Remain, tho director of 
wjo rxw i-v o.i«4 >*-.«.ti«,-iir.nij-b.t-..Um rlohts 
for tbd,presentational a piece (or, $60 and 
gave tho" author In addition $1.80 each 
time tho piece was presented. In 1885 the 
Income of the author for pieces presented 
at L'Ambigu was flsod at $9.20 a night for 
a piece of three acts for tho first 34 times. 
After that point was passed the author ro- 
ooivod only $0. "Le Sourd" of Desfargcg, 
which made tho fortune of the Palais Roy- 
al, brought the author $120, and "Mrue. 
Angot," under tho first empire, which 
added $100,000 to the treasury of LaGnitc, 
only enriched tbo writer by $120.—Now 
York Tribune.

Jagful as Alcohol. 


Those gt.nd persons who come under the 


head of ten nnd toast philosophers and tea 
drinkers generally will bo interested in 
tho statement of a medical authority that 
tho juice ol tho ten lent ranks second only 
to alcohol us an intoxicant,. 


Dr. Juinc-s Wood of tiio Brooklyn health 


board has compiled soinc statistics bearing 
on this subject, and he finds that of all the 
pntionts nr^lying for treatment at tho 
chief dispensary of tho City of Churches 
no less than 10 per cent nro tea drunkards. 


They arc not nwaro of the fact, but tho 


symptoms of their cases.point unmistaka- 
bly to overindulgence'in toa, and-thatpro- 
Biirnption. cr inquiry is confirmed by their 
"confessionn. 
Tlioy suffer from"neadaeh"6,' 


vertigo, InFomnln, palpitation of tho heart, 
mental confusion, nightmare, nausea, hal- 
lucinations, morbid depression of spirits 
and sometimes from suicidal impulses. 


Dr. Wood sums up his investigation in 


The Medical News nnd says that tho pa- 
tients referred to were of both sexes and 
all ngcs. They confessed to drinking from 
IJi pints, the minimum amount stated, to 
15 pints of tea each cluy. 
More than half 


of thu patients were of Irish birth or de- 
scent, nnd nearly a third were domestic 
servants. 


In Ireland tea poisoning has long been 


recognized as a widely prevalent evil, con- 
tributing largely to tho number of inmates 
of insane nsylnms, etc., nnd it is n well 
known fact that tho most inveterate drink- 
ers of tea in this country are domestics of 
Celtio origin who apparently bring tho 
habit with thorn to America. 


The ovil of tea drinking is not due so 


much to tho amount consume^ as to the 
manner in which tho liquid is prepared. 
Dr. Wood says that in most of tho cases 
that como under his observation tho vic- 
tims were in tho habit of throwing into 
tho teapot nn unmeasured quantity pf te<t 
loaves and of adding boiling water' to tho 
concoction 'BS long as tho desire for the 
stimulant remained unquenched. Some- 
times tho leaves wore kept soaking fora 
day or more, when a new supply of tea 
loaves would- be thrown in on top. 
The 


constant boiling of tea in this manner ox- 
tracts tho most deleterious substances of 
tho tea leaf. 


Tea left standing for 24 hours, for In- 


stance, will generate from 7 to 17 per cent 
of tannin nnd a lot of other injurious 
things. 
This form of preparation is most 


prevalent n;nong kitchen servants who are 
restricted in the nso of tea and among 
shop and factory girls, who aro also great 
tea drinkers, nnd is too often practiced 
among othor people of small means who 
do not wish to waste a single loaf as long 
as there is any ''strength" in it. 


At best 1ea is not healthful, but if you 


must drink it tho proper wny to prepare 
the fluid in to pour boiling water over a 
given quantity in proper proportion, lot it 
stand for three minutes or so and then 
drink what you want, throwing tho ro- 
mniuclor away and being careful that the 
teapot is thoroughly cleaned beforo it is 
put away'fur future use.—Brooklyn Eagle.

Football DltcuMcd From the Standpoint 


of One Not an Unthtulaet. 


Modern football IB in one respect like 


baseball, In that It affords abundant facil- 
ities to kick on tho umpire, but otherwise 
It isn't like anything else on earth. The 
young men who participate in the game 
are selected with great oare, nobody being 
eligible who cannot withstand the kick of 
a mule between .the eyes or In the pit of 
tho stomach. 
Other requirements are a 


luxuriant growth of hair, any color, and 
muscular tissue sufficient to meet a freight 
train on the down grade and knock it off 
the track. The football is an oval, leather 
inclosed chunk of atmosphere, the posses- 
sion of whioh seems to be a subject of 
continual contention. 


Two corpulent youths, called the center 


rushes, take the ball between them, each 
being in a stooping posture, hernia togeth- 
er and legs very wide apart. The teams 
bunch up in the rear of their respective 
rushes, one of whom, at a given signal 
from his captain, snaps the hall back be- 
tween his legs. A secret code of signals, 
called off by the captain, convoys the In- 
formation not only when the ball Js to be 
snapped, but ajso whioh player is to take 
it and attempt to got around or break 
through tho line of tho opposition. The 
trouble begins in tho center of the field, 
between the goals, which are 830 feet 
apart. Tho referee sounds his whistle, tho 
captain whoso team has the ball calls off 
his jargon of numbers, and a riot is forth- 
with inaugurated. 


The unfortunate youth who has boon 


selected to carry tiie ball makes a break at 
the line of the enemy and Is at once 
pounced upon by the other 31 men and 
the referee, all of whom fall down on him 
and kill or cripple him if possible. Then- 
the referee, whq Is provided with a cane 
for self defense, pokes around among the 
wriggling arms and legs, ascertains who 
has the ball and announces In a fine tenor 
voice so many yards lost or gained. 
The 


fellow who is on the bottom of tho pile is 
brought around with artificial respiration, 
the teams lino up, and the good work goes 
on. A broken leg or fractured skull en- 
titles a player to withdraw In favor of a 
substitute. 
Occasionally a dispute arises 


over some technical point, whereupon the 
partisans of the respective sides flock 
around tho disputants and howl for a rope 
to lynch tho referee. It Is entirely imma- 
terial which way he decides. 
There is al- 


ways throughout the game a manifest dis- 
position to kill him, and every man's hand 
is against him. The life of a football 
rcforeo is not a happy ono. It Is consider- 
ed a groat joke to accidentally fall on him 
and shove a No, 9 hob nailed shoe down 
his throat. 


There nro a gro.it many fine points about 


football. 
One of them is to pick out for 


slaughter the best player of the opposition. 
Tho methods of doing this are varied and 
unique. 
Tho point of an elbow applied 


to tlie pit of a man's stomach when he is 
running at full speed has been found to 
tie very effective. But It is useless to enu- 
merate further. 
The foregoing hint is 


sufficient. 
A touch down is made when 


one side succeeds In carrying the ball be- 
hind its goal. This counts four points. Aft- 
er tho touch down the ball is carried out a 
certain distance into the field, and the roy- 
al arch kicker of the team attempts to 
send it over tho goal bar. 
If ho succeeds, 


two additional points ore secured.—Paris 
(Ills.) Beaoon. 


Origin of the Cue.

ally assumed it first and wrote to sustain, it. 


But iio u=na n mnrlftm historian in this—, 


that he wrote with literary charm and 
made history interesting. In this respect 
at least he was a leader. 
And he had one 


extraordinary talent—he was a brilliant 
biographer. His portraits may not always 
be true, but they are always strong and 
vivid and full of life, tho work of a great 
literary artist,—Philadelphia Times.

THE COST OF OLD BOOKS. 


ft Weighs Ono Hundred Pounds and Is 


Carefully Guarded. 


Tho biggest tobacco box in tho world, 


cr what is fondly believed to be suoh, is 
carefully guarded by the overseers of the 
united parishes of St. Margaret and St. 
John tho Evangelist, Westminster, Eng- 
land. It weighs a hundredweight, nnd 
It is a remarkable historical curiosity. 
It 


is really not a single box, but an agglom- 
eration of them, ono outside tho other, 
like n Chinese puzzle or an onion which 
has been growing for tho last 181 years. 
The original tobaooo box, tho core, woe 
tho property of old Henry Monck, who de- 
cided to perpetuate his memory in this 
peculiar way. 


Tradition hath It that bo purchased tho 


born tobacco box at Horn fair, Plumstcad, 
for the small sum of fourponco and present- 
ed tho box to n society formed of tho past 
and present members of tho parish. Tho 
original box is only 4K inches long by 89£ 
Inches wide, IJi inches outside by three- 
quarters of an inch insldo depth, and it 
woighf 10 Ji onnocs. Tho members were so 
delighted with tho old fellow's gift they 
ornamented it with a silver rim on which 
bis namo was engravod. It was religious- 
ly committed to the custody of tho senior 
overseer for tho tlmo being, who handed 
it to his successor, with some additional 
silver ornament. 


So year after ycoi- the box had grown 


-bigger and bigger. The gentlemen who 
followed Monck in the office of overseer 
thought fit at tho ond of thoir terms of 
service to shronlolo on the box events of 
Importance which had occurred during 
their terras of office. 
A similar act has 


been carried on year after year, nnd the 
original 4 penny tobacco box now rests 
within no fewer than six massive' oases, 
the lust one and pedestal being octagonal 
in shape and constructed out of an oak 
beam taken from Westminster abbey. 
Il- 


ls surimmnted by a beautiful chased silver 
statuette of the queen, which cost £60 
end was added as » memento to her Maj- 
esty's year of jubilee. Tho ceremony of 
annually passing over tho box from tho 
outgoing overtseer to the incoming ono is 
very elaborate and has a distinctly pleasant 
eavor of the "good old times." It takes 
place after the customary dinner nt the 
annual general meeting.—Now York Dis- 
patch.

Albeit, every onco in awhile 
a dealer gets caught napping, und tlio 
book hunter picks up a tomo of great 
valuo. 


It may bo enld that religions works Roll 


at the cheapest prices, dramatic works, 
memoirs and annals of tlio stage at tho 
highest. Works on sport average up with 
the drama. 
Audubon's works aro always 


held at high figures. Frank Forrester's | 
works, now out of print, are bard to pick | 
up, and the few found on eule go at fancy | 
figures. 


The high prices for sporting works are 


owing to two causes. Works of this char- 
acter aro rarely issued, except in limited 
editions and are well printed and bound.
